There also is the matter of a $1.5 million 
federal grant that wa* contingent on matching 
Ibcal funds. Whether any of this can yet be ral- 
vaged is questionable; the deadline set by the 
federal agency ha* virtually expired. 

But if there is a chance to obtain even part 
of the comprehensive sewer program, no atone 
should be left unturned. Granite City s 45,OUO 
citizens cannot continue to wade in water, slime 
and filth; the way out is much more difficult now 
—and will be much costlier—but it i* no less 
urgent.

We don’t envy the task facing legislators, but 
it is important that each one familiarizes himselt as 
much as possible with every bill before he votes 

Pre-filing and an earlier cutoff date are help¬ 
ful advance*. Now. if voters can just persuade the 
senators and representatives to stop filing such a 
big quantity of legislation, future sesnons may be¬ 
come even less hectic —for Assembly n>e7bej* 
and for the public trying to keep track of the 
deliberations at ^ringfield.
